Medical World Endeavors To. Dis- 
cover Virus For Treating 
Common Colds 
There is a virus that has some- 
thing to do with the common cold 
and that’s what so far has eluded 
the medical world. When it is dis- 
covered what that virus is, then the 

cold may be squelched. 

“The germs of the common cold 
are well known,” Dr. E. C. Sewall, 
of San Francisco; told the conven- 
tion of the American Laryngologi- 
cal Association in Toronto, “although 
I believe there is a virus which is 
not yet known. ‘This virus, in my 
opinion, is the product of all these 
germs that go to cause the common 
cold.” 

Persons who suffer from frequent 
colds are probably suffering from the 
same cold all the time, he said. He 


said a cold creates an immunity of 
six months or so. 

“This,” he said, ‘is probably the 
reason for the endemic source of| 
colds. These people carry the’ 
source of infection in chronic sinus 
trouble and spread _ infection to 
other people.”
